Temporary reprieve 
for school bus service 


RELIEVED parents in Merriott to¬ 
gether with local councillors and 
MP David Laws have welcomed the 
news that Somerset County Council 
has withdrawn its decision to axe 
free transport for children from Mer¬ 
riott who are due to attend schools in 
Crewkerne from this September. 

However they have only won a bat¬ 
tle not the war as the situation will be 
under further review. 

Following representation by Mr 
Laws and South Somerset District 
Councillor Paul Maxwell, who fully 
supported the concerns of the par¬ 
ents, the proposed walking route 
which took in dangerous stretches of 
road without pavements, has been 
scrapped. 

In a letter to Mr Laws, SCC’s chief 
executive, Shelia Wheeler, outlined 
that: “free transport will continue to 
be provided for all children travel¬ 
ling from Merriott to Crewkerne 
schools for the first term of the new 
academic year.” The council will 
then review the old route into 
Crewkerne to see if it is now safe to 
walk.

The route from Merriott to Crewk¬ 
erne is just inside the three mile limit 
for free transport, but it had been 
granted in the past as the local roads 
were considered unsafe for children 
to walk to school. 

When SCC conducted a reassess¬ 
ment of this route last month, with 
county council officers suggesting 
that the children would not be at risk 
walking down the busy A356 route, 
a number of parents immediately 
contacted David Laws to complain 
about both the change in plan and the 
danger of the newly proposed route. 

Campaigning alongside parents 
and Councillor Maxwell, Mr Laws 
requested that a further detailed route 
assessment was carried out by the 
county council road safety officers. 
On Friday July 1st a detailed report 
of the proposed new route confirmed 
fears that the proposed new route 
was indeed ‘not safe’. 

Mr Laws said: “I welcome the de¬ 
cision by the county council to re¬ 
think its plans to axe the free bus 


travel for children from Merriott 
who need to get into school in 
Crewkerne. The new proposed route 
was clearly not safe, as parents and 
local Councillor Paul Maxwell made 
very clear to me. 

“The county council is now sug¬ 
gesting that children might in the fu¬ 
ture be able to walk along the exact 
route that has been deemed unsuit¬ 
able since 2000. In my view, that 
route remains unsafe for children, 
and Councillor Paul Maxwell and I 
will continue to press for the free 
transport to be restored on a perma¬ 
nent basis.” 

The dangerous route to the A356 
had been proposed as an alternative 
to the usual way, via Merriott Road, 
which has been closed for gas works. 

Parents maintain that one of the 
most dangerous parts of the walk 
would be the bridge at Merriotsford 
as there is no pavement on either side 
of the busy road. This is before the 
children would even reach either 
route off the mini roundabout.

Would your community like an orchard? 


LOTTERY money is enabling a two year proj¬ 
ect for community orchards to be created in 
villages around the Crewkerne and llminster, 
which has been targeted as an orchard 
hotspot area. 

The project, aimed at reversing a national 
decline in traditional orchards and making 
them better habitats for wildlife, has been 
made possible through a Heritage Lottery 
Fund grant under the "Your Heritage" pro¬ 
gramme made to Somerset Biodiversity 
Partnership. Funding was also secured from 
Somerset County Council. 

South Somerset District Council is sup¬ 
porting the Somerset Biodiversity Partner¬ 
ship project, which will also offer orchard 
owners advice and training in restoring, 
managing and planting orchards. 

Volunteers will be shown how to carry out 
wildlife surveys in orchards and to plant 
community orchards that attract native 
species. 

The scheme will also encourage the plant¬ 
ing of orchards within school grounds. 

Councillor Peter Seib, SSDC environmental 
health and conservation portfolio holder 
said:"Established orchards are an important 
and ancient part of our heritage. If you lose 
them, you lose them forever and all of the

benefits they bring. This is why South Som¬ 
erset District Council is pleased to support 
this project to conserve and restore them in 
our area and also to plant new ones for the 
future." 

Councillor Patrick Palmer, district council 
Area North chairman added: "Somerset is 
known for its cider and apple products, so 
there are strong economic benefits of sup¬ 


porting the growth of orchards and good 
management techniques." 

Charlotte Thomas, orchard project officer 
said:"We are thrilled to be receiving this sup¬ 
port from South Somerset District Council, 
Somerset County Council and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and would love to hear from 
anyone interested in knowing more about 
the project. 

"If you own or manage an orchard in South 
Somerset and would like to find out if you 
are within the project area, or if you would 
like to become involved as a volunteer then 
please get in touch."

Students make local history

G IFTED and talented pupils from Maiden Beech 
School, in Crewkerne, have taken part in a 
unique project which has seen their ideas liter¬ 
ally set in stone. All term they have been working 
alongside Martock stone mason Tom Clarke to create 
a set of way markers at the National Trust property 
Barrington Court. 

They paid a visit to Barrington earlier in the year and 
were given a tour by head gardener Christine Brain, to 
seek inspiration. This was transferred into drawings, 
then clay relief models before three session at the 
stonemason’s workshop where they experienced carv¬ 
ing techniques. 

The finished stones were carved by Mr Clarke using 
Portland stone to set an interpretation of the student’s 
work into hams tone. Their ideas included, and apple, 
cricket stumps, trees, bees, butterflies, sheep, leaves, a 
feather and a kestrel. On the Coronation Woodland 
marker, there was also the addition of linked rings and 
initials K and W to mark the Royal Wedding this year. 

Most of the children involved and their families along 
with teachers Paul Richards and Viv Jeffery were able 
to return to Barrington Court and see the results in situ. 
Visitor services manager at the site, Matthew Apple- 
gate, greeted them and explained that the stones had 
gone in only a week before and would be weathered in 
over the next 120 years. He said when he had become 


aware of the availability of £2,000 for the project he 
had contacted Mr Richards. The idea was to get the 
hundreds of visitors to Barrington Court to extend their 
tour beyond the house and gardens, into the estate but 
that people often felt nervous of venturing into the 
countryside without something to mark the way. He 
added that the work the students had done was fantastic 
and he had been impressed by their enthusiasm. A 
leaflet will be designed to tell visitors about the markers 
and an exhibition of the artwork and carvings by the 
children was planned for October. 

Mr Applegate presented all the children with a family 
pass to the house and gardens which will last for the 
whole season. And they all received a special certificate 
from the school to say they took part in the project.

Animal Sanctuary and helping with Chard Horse Show among her many pur¬ 
suits. 

As a career, Nanette worked as a training and development consultant while 
Martin was an officer in the Metropolitan Police. After visiting friends in Combe 
St Nicholas for many years, the couple decided to put behind them the expen¬ 
sive and busy lifestyle of London and settle in Wadeford. Not quite ready to 
fully retire, Nanette then worked for Albert Goodman for a couple of years and 
despite leaving last summer has recently been back to help out. 


• HOW did you become involved at 
Feme? 

When Martin became mayor, John and 
Barbara Malcolm mentored us and we be¬ 
came good friends. Jenny who is the di¬ 
rector at Feme is Barbara's daughter and I 
said when I became less busy I would 
help out in the office and in December 
they voted me a trustee. 

They are such a dedicated team and 
work so hard, you don't realise how much 
it costs to run. There are 300 animals but 
people are so kind, they just come up and 
donate things and we have collection 
bins in the supermarkets. 

• WHAT do you do there?

• WHAT has been happening at Feme 
Lately? 

It's been an exciting time with the open¬ 
ing of the new shop in Chard and the little 
tea shop becoming a restaurant and cafe, 
which is to be officially opened by David 
Bellamy. 

We also have a new set of play equip¬ 
ment, animals that the children can climb 
on and an open day coming up on the 
27th for which I am doing the cake stall. 
We always need more funds all the time. 
The stable block back wall is in danger of 
collapse and needs refurbishment. 

• HOW do you help with Chard Horse 
Show? 

As mayor, Martin was the honorary presi¬ 
dent, then the chairman passed away and 
when we went to the AGM, they asked 
Martin to step up. He has just stepped 
down after two years but I am taking over 
as treasurer. I know nothing about horses 
but am taking on other roles, like helping 
with the promotion; there is a lot do as it 
is coming up on July 16th and 17th and I 
have to get all the press and the radio to 
advertise it. It's funny really, all my work¬ 
ing was about people, now everything is 
about animals. 

• ARE there any other local events you 
have been involved in? 

We both joined CATS to do the panto one 
year, they were so good to us, especially 
the Marshall family, who did all the back- 
stage work for our fundraisers when Mar¬ 
tin was in office. When they said they 
were looking for a couple of oldies for a 
particular part, we said we would be the 
oldies as a way of giving back to them.

• DID you enjoy your time as may¬ 
oress?

MORRISSEY @ Plymouth Pavilions 
Thursday, June 30th 2011 
CONCERT REVIEW by James Coles 


M ORRISSEY and Marmite. 
What do they have in com¬ 
mon? Well, as much as 
some members of last Thursday's 
audience might like to have spread 
Mozza on their toast and eaten him 
all up, the answer is the far more 
traditional adage - You either love it 
or you hate it. But, as you'd expect, 
the huge majority of the Plymouth 
Pavilions crowd were bordering on 
the sycophantic, with just a few 
non-believers propping up the bar 
and the odd indifferent observer 
lurking at the back. 

This was the penultimate date of 
a rather odd tour that has mainly 


played to towns in Scotland I've 
never heard off. With the exception 
of his appearance at Glasto, this was 
the biggest show by far in Morris¬ 
sey's build-up to his headlining slot 
at the Hop Farm Festival over the 
weekend. 

Moz was in fine form if a little less 
chatty than normal; a tad grumpy 
even. Messing up the intro to fan 
favourite 'Speedway' he swiftly in¬ 
structed the band to move on to 
the next song rather than go for a 
second take. But a buzz remained in 
the air for the entire night, which 
kicked off with The Smiths' tune 'I 
Want The One I Can’t Have'. 


Although Morrissey has been get¬ 
ting stick from his former band's 
drummer via Twitter for "covering" 
the band's tunes, he was unde¬ 
terred, treating the crowd to a fur¬ 
ther five songs from the seminal 
outfit. 

The title track from their 1985 
album Meat Is Murder was one of 
the evening's highlights, with 
Mozza's latest band taking the song 
to an even darker place than the 
original, ending in a cacophony of 
percussion and overpowering visu¬ 
als. Footage of cows and poultry 
being brutally slaughtered was pro¬ 
jected on to the backdrop as the 
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drummer let rip on a giant gong. 

Previous Morrissey tours haven't 
been known for employing such ef¬ 
fective use of accompanying visu¬ 
als, which is strange seeing as Moz 
always took such tight control of 
The Smiths'art direction. But in the 
build-up to this evening's perform¬ 
ance we're treated to an eclectic 
mix of video clips that are probably 
saved as favourites on Morrissey's 
YouTube account. Lou Reed being 
interviewed, New York Dolls in con¬ 
cert... it's all here. 

And then the curtain falls, the pre¬ 
recorded drum solo from 'The Op¬ 
eration' pounds out, and we're met 
with our first backdrop star of the 
evening - Tony Franciosa in the 
1962 Italian flick Senilita. It's just so 
Morrissey. 

Mozza is again without record 


deal but has already ruled out re¬ 
leasing new material via the inter¬ 
net in a similar way to Radiohead. 
He's clearly got a batch of new 
songs raring to go though, playing 
two of the three unreleased tunes 
he premiered during a BBC radio 
session last month. These were met 
with a suitably enthusiastic reac¬ 
tion, so too the unexpected cover 
of'Satellite Of Love'. 

Whilst it has took artists like Paul 
Weller many years before they 
could re-embrace the songs of their 
youth (I went to many a Weller con¬ 
cert without even a hope of a tune 
from his days with The Jam), Morris¬ 
sey has never been anything but 
proud of his former band's back cat¬ 
alogue. 

It's no surprise then that he 
chooses to bookend his perform¬

EVAN Christopher is New Orleans’ leading clarinet¬ 
tist, probably the world leader in his field, and who 
many regard as the best there has ever been. His band 
Django a la Creole, produce absolutely wonderful 
music, imbuing gypsy swing with the music of New 
Orleans. 

He lost almost everything when Hurricane Katrina 
caused the Federal levees to fail, flooding New Or¬ 
leans in August 2005. It is said he managed to save his 
1930s Selmer clarinet, but not the case. He eventually 
returned to New Orleans in November 2007. 

Evan Christopher began his musical training on clar¬ 
inet at age 11. In high school, he received the Louis

to be a part of the New Orleans music community and 
with varied work ranging from A1 Hirt to Galactic, he 
quickly established himself as an important advocate 
for New Orleans music.

THE French have it. The Spanish 
have it. The Italians have it in 
great big spades. Even the Ger¬ 
mans have it (no, actually I don't 
thinkthey do). But the question is 
do we have it here in the West 
Country? 

What I'm talking about is of 
course the concept of terroir and 
I dearly hope the answer is "yes"; 
or at the very worst "nearly". 

Coming from the French for 
'land', terroir was originally a term 
used of wine, coffee and tea to 
talk about the specific character¬ 
istics that a place would impress 
upon its produce. 

Sound a bit grand? Well maybe 
if an old romantic is trying to sell 
you the concept, but consider it a 
little more pragmatically and it 
makes real sense. 

As geography, geology and cli¬ 
mate change, so too does the way 
our good grows. Take a simple 
example: if you were to plant two 
identical peach trees down here 
in South Somerset - one against a 
north facing wall and the other 
against a south facing wall - then 
the latter would give you sweeter 
fruits because of the extra 
warmth. 

But this example simplifies the 
issue too much. There is also soil 
type of consider. In our region of 
East Devon, West Dorset and 
South Somerset there is a whole 
spectrum of soils to work with, 
which in themselves offer differ¬ 


ent opportunities to our farmers. 

On a smaller scale, some allot¬ 
ment owners will get better re¬ 
sults with certain veg than others 
only a village or two away. 

Pragmatically this all makes 
sense. Regions boast individual 
characteristics which have an im¬ 
pact on what can be grown and, 
more importantly for the concept 
of terroir, the quality and unique¬ 
ness of that produce. 

In France it is very pronounced 
in the way that wine is cate¬ 
gorised (Burgundy, Bordeaux, etc) 
and in Italy it is seen in, to name 
but two, hams and cheeses. 

So do we have it? To an extent. 
Where do Pork Pies come from? 
Exactly. What about that famous 
yellow hard cheese that is eaten 
nationwide but comes from 
round 'yer?

tion people with land. 

Shrink wrapped, mass pro¬ 
duced, bland Cheddar just does¬ 
n't do that. 

So here is my Weekender chal¬ 
lenge. This weekend, why not 
seek out some of our local - really 
local - produce from a deli, farm¬ 
ers market, farm shop, butchers 
or greengrocer and enjoy it not 
just for being food but for being 
local food: food that was pro¬ 
duced here with loving hands to 
be enjoyed as not mere grub but 
as something which connects 
you back to the land where you 
live. 

Appreciate the practical ele¬ 
ments of terroir, but embrace the 
romanticism of it, too; and give 
thanks that we live in a region 
where that is more than possible.

STABLE jockey Nathan Sweeney bro¬ 
ken his left leg following a fall at New¬ 
ton Abbot on Monday. 

Sweeney is in the form of his life, cur¬ 
rently rated amongst the top strike 
jockeys in the country with seven wins 
from 21 races, burt the injury, a crack 
in his left tibia looks to have sidelined 
him for the summer months at best. 

The incident happened in the New- 
tonabbotrace On Twitter Handicap 
Chase over 314 miles in which both 
Ethiopia ridden by Sweeney and Cul- 
lahill with Daryl Jacob on board were 
both involved. 

Ethiopia was running well at the 
head of the 15 horse field when 
Sweeney was unseated after landing 
over the water jump, and although 
most horses avoided him he was 
kicked as the field passed. 

Initially it was thought that he only 
had a gash to the inside of his left leg, 
but later x-rays at Torbay Hospital 
showed the crack. 

Unfortunately it would appear the 
race was one too fat for Cullahill after 
his recent good run, and he never re¬ 
ally featured, and was eventually 


pulled up three from home. He will 
now go on his summer holidays. 
Ethiopia returned unharmed. 

The result was an obvious disap¬ 
pointment for the whole stable, not 
least because of Sweeney's injury, but 
also because the yard is in such good 
form recently. 

Buckler was philosophical after¬ 
wards, he said: "Nathan's injury is a big 
blow to us all, but the only fortunate 
thing I guess is that it is the summer 
months with little racing. 

"Cullahill was a race once too much, 
but he looked and felt well at home, 
but like humans they get to a point of 
exhaustion, and he will now be turned 
out for the summer. 

"We've had a great run, but these 
things happen in racing I'm afraid."

PUPILS from Ashill Community Primary School 
near llminster, had a taste of what it was like to 
play professional cricket last week as they finally 
got to play the cricket match that should have 
taken place on June 23rd for 'Brit Insurance Na¬ 
tional Cricket Day'.

The Chance to Shine campaign, run by the 
Cricket Foundation charity, helps link cricket clubs 
to local state schools and aims, initially, to bring 
cricket to two million children in a third of state 
schools by 2015. 

From Cornwall to Durham, schools arranged 
cross-curricular cricket classes, break time batting 
and bowling and inter-school tournaments at their 


local cricket club. 

Chance to Shine supported by Brit Insurance is 
the biggest grass-roots sport development pro¬ 
grammes ever undertaken in Britain. 

It was launched in 2005 by Governor of the Bank 
of England Mervyn King to reverse the decline of 
cricket in state schools and has now brought 
cricket to over one million schoolchildren. 

Wasim Khan, Chief Executive of the Cricket Foun¬ 
dation said: "Across Britain today, cricket is helping 
to bring together children and teachers, clubs and 
schools.
